WASHINGTON 
—(A*)— Unusually 


large increases in cotton sales to the 
Far East and Russia were said by offi- 
cials Monday to account for a major 
portion of the nation's export gain 
in June as compared with June 1933. 


Trade by countries showed unusual 


Increase" in experts to Japan, Russia 
and China, and a substantial portion 
of the gain was cotton. Sales to Can- 
ada by the United States also increas- 
ed tharply, and (hi:; was accounted for 
on a tentative basis by their approxi- 
mately even foreign exchange. 


Steady Improvement 


As a whole, the statistics indicated 


a continuance of improvement in ex- 
ports to most important countries, al- 
though this was not the case in sev- 
eral instances. The United States sold 
less to F'ranoe this year in June than i 
last, and similarly' Germany and Italy 
boUSbt lass. .. ...:. •,.;.•.,;.

The decline In solos to Germany as 


compared willi last year both in June 
and May was said to indicate Ger- 
many's intensive efforts to reduce her 
unfavorable balance, and reluctance 
of foreign traders to negotiate in the 
face of Germany's exchange situation. 


American exports to Russia were 


more than seven times over the $242,- 
000 of June last year, reaching $1,- 
765,000. In May, the pain was approx- 
imately fou rtimes over last year. 


Japan Largest Customer 


Salse to Japan, totaling 316,300,000, 


were more than double last year while 
in China the increase was from about 
?4,000,000 to $9,600,000. Japanese pur- 
chases also increased frcm May to 
June this year, as did our exports to 
China. 
Import figures apparently indicated 


a smoothing out of the upward trend 
which started so spectacularly last 
year. At that, time economists were 
somf.what nonplussed to find that im- 
ports were gaining more than exports, 
although 
monetary 
depreciation is 


theoretically expected to 
result 
in 


much larger t::port increases. 


New. however, exports continue a 


steady and comparatively large in- 
crease while imports are leveling off.

velt tackled the drouth—a calamity

Traveling across northern Montana 


with a late afternoon sttop to motor 
to the federal power and reclamation 
dam at Fort Peck, on the upper Mis- 
souri, Mr. Roosevelt saw and heard of 
the results of ths rain shortage. 


Federal officials bcardinc the spe- 


cial train assured the president there 
is no danger of famine, 'but reported 
the- drouth persistently is spreading its 
devastation. 


"We have to provide in I he days to 


come," Mr. Roosevelt told the throng 
surrounding his train at Havre, Mont., 
"for 
the elimination of the causes of 


not only drouth, but of the conditions 
that come from drouth. 


"It is going to take a long time to 


do it, but, as I have said before, I 
think we are on our v/ay and that you 
food people understand it and are 
supporting it.'

BATON ROUGE, La.-(/P)~-Peniten- 


tiary authorities late Monday report- 
ed the slaying of Fred England. 37, a 
convict of the state penal farm at An- 
gola, apparently for having given in- 
formation on plans for a prison break. 


R. L. Himes, penitentiary manager, 


said that England, who was serving a 
10-year sentence for breaking and en- 
tering from 
La Salle parish, 
was 


found with his throat slashed in his 
cell in Camp "G" after guards had 
heard him scream. 


An old case knife was found near 


by. There were more than 200 other 
convicts in the ccllhouse at the time, 
anyone of whom might have reached 
through the bars of his cell and cut 
him, Himes said. 


The prison manager said England 


recently had given information to the 
penitentiary authorities regarding a 
planned break, and expressed opinion 
that the convict was killed out of re- 
sentment, of prisoners who conspired 
to make the aUcmpt'for freedom. 


England, a native of Winnfield, La., 


was received February 3, 1931. Peni- 
tentiary records showed he previous- 
ly was a convict in the Arkansas pen- 
itentiary. 


Fred England was convicted in 1925 


in Ouachita Circuit Court of burg- 
lary and grand larceny and was sent- 
enced to three years in prison. 
He 


escaped from the state farm near 
Tucker May 19. 1926, and was recap- 
tured June 19, 1928. He was released 
at the expiration of his term, March 
3. 1930. His home was at Junction 
City.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT .NO. 19 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly In regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing therc- 


1 to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 


j upon being submitted to the electors 


I of the State for approval or rejection 
i at the next general election for Sen- 


I ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the memucnj of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes cf 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION III. Excepting monies 


raised or collected for 
educational 


purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars 
for 
all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION IV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 


i in Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


incurred or authorized for 
either 


House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-executing and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State.

Be it resolved by the Senate of the 
tate of Arkansas and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Ar- 
ansas, n majority of all members 
lected to each House agreeing there- 
o: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as a amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the Slate of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the Slate of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existing outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
faith and credit of the State or any of 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution' 


of Arkansas shall be 
self-executing 


and require no enabling act, but shall' 
take and have full force and effect: 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.
